At any time after the expiration of 
ten years and within twenty years from the 
date of its rendition, the judgment credit- 
or could institute suit upon the judgment, 
as a new action, and securing a new judg- 
ment, cause execution to issue. 

The new lew, taking effect Friday, com- 
pletely destroys the right to bring suit on a 
judgment and entirely vitjates the latter 
after the expiration of ten years from the 
date of its rendition. To make more clear 
its great importance, the text of the new 
law, which entirely repeals section 6796, 
of the present statutes is here quoted:

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 18.—Judge 
Sherwood filed an opinion in the Supreme 
Court this morning in which a law forbid- 
ding Superintendents, officers, etc., of cor- 


refusal to sever their connection with la- 
bor organizations is held to be unconstitu- 
tional and entirely void as a statute of the 
State.

A more remarkable character than James 
Addison Reavis, who is now prosucuting a 
claim to the famous Peralta land grant in 
Arizona goes not figure in modern real life 
or fiction.

Rea vis is a Missourian by birth and a St. 
Louisan by preference and adoption. Mr. 
Paxton, living at Spring avenue and West 
Pine boulevard, knew him years ago, when 
a mere child, and by a strange coincidence 
they were both at Tuscon, Ariz., eight years 
ago, each attending to the business that 
called his there, yet neither recognized the 
other as friends of former years.

Il SERVICE LAWS. - 


— — 
The Commission States Its Position in 
the Matter of Postmasters. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18. — The 
forthcoming annual report of the United 
States Civil Service Commission will show 
that the whole number of persons regularly 
employed in the civil service of this country 


is about 200,000. The report gives an ex- 
haustive review of the investigations. of 
violations of the civil service laws. The 
commission lately called- the attention. of 
the Post-Office Department to the condi- 
tion of many Indiana post-offices, which it 
regards, on the whole, worse than those of 
any other State except possibly Mississip 
In the complaint the commission stated its 
position as follows: 

“This commission holds that where a 
postmaster makes sweeping removais of 
employes in one party and s the vacan- 
cles by the appointment ef persons of the 
opposite party, there is a presumption that 
he is con in the matter by 1 
considerations, and it is to be so judged un- 
less he shows to the contrary, the burdén 
of proof resting upon him. Undoubtedly 
there are cases where such presumption 
will be overcome by a disclosure of the 
facts, showing that there was a justifiable 
cause for every removal and that selec- 
tions for appointment were made in strict 
conformity to the civil service rules.. But 
even in some of these cases, although the 
record is technically correct, the law has 
nevertheless been evaded. Many cases 
have come to the notice of the commission 
where employes of one political party were 
freely dismissed for offenses which per- 
haps justified the action, but which passed 
unnoticed when commited by „ of 
the opposite political party. public 
officer is not to be relieved of the charge of 
partisanship when he has applied different 
standards of discipline to persons of oppos- 
ing parties.“

New York Letter in Literary World.

RAILROAD FINANCE. 


The seventh statistical report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for the 
year ending June; 1894, is a suggestive 
document. 

The total mileage June 30, 1894, was 
178,708, an increase during the year of 
2,267. The total capitalization was $10,- 
796,473,813 or $62,951 a mile. Of this capi- 
talization the stock amounted to $4,824,- 
075,659, the balance being bonds or other. 
funded obligations. Gross earnings were 
$1,073,361,797, a decrease of $147,390,077. The 
amount of fixed charges paid was $429,- 
008,310, leaving a net income available 
for dividends of $55,755,970, although 
the dividends actually paid amounted to 
$95,575,976, a decrease of only $5,353,909. It 
is noted that the payment on stock in- 
volved a deficit of upward of $40,000,000. 

It will be observed that notwithstand- 
ing the hard times and falling off in 
business the earnings were still sufficient 
to pay a reasonable, if not a liberal, re- 
turn upon the actual investment. The 
capitaligation is so high, however, that 
after fixed chafges are provided for there 
is little left for dividend on stock. In 
this respect the year 1894 is not much 
different from other periods during the 
past decade. Fixed charges are the im- 


. péerative demands which must be met; 


stockholders expect nothing until they 
are paid. Dividends are passed and 
wages reduced in order to meet the flat 
debt, which has no basis in actual in- 
vestment. 

The railroads of the United States are 
capitalized at much more than their cost 
or valué—perhaps double the actual 
investment. Every effort of the mana- 
gers ie bent toward keeping up payments 
on this water or flat capital and it is no 
wonder that in times of depression they 
get into trouble and bankruptcies are de- 
clared. : 

The whole railroad problem is one of 
capitalization. If that were kept do to 
money really invested: there would be 
few receivérships and little passing of 
dividends. - Wages would not be reduced 
below a reasonable level and exorbitant 
rates would not be heard of. This rule 
appliés to privaté business enterprises, 
which do not enjoy special privileges, and 
there is no reason Why railway compa- 
mies should be granted exceptional. mo- 
nopoly license. Squeeze out the water. 
That is the condition precedent to the rés- 
toration of assurefl prosperity and per- 
manent sanity in railroad finance.

In coining gold and silver into money, 
their relative value ought to be carefully’ 
determined—that is, it ought to be ascer- 
tained how much an ounce or pound of 
one metal is worth in the other. Sein 
is called the ratio, and when it is ascer- 


adhered to, and the parity thus estab- 
lished carefully maintained. 

There will oceyr slight variations in 
the ratio, as the mines of the world pro- 
duce more of first, one metal, and then, | 
of the other; but these slight variations 
will be of little concern, if both metals 
are given equal freedom to assert their 
value. Be ESF : 

If both were accorded the right of f 
and unlimited coinage, the parity May be 
left to take care of itself. 

On the contrary, if the co-equality of 
coinage rights of the two metals is de- 
stroyed; if one is deprived of this poinage 
right, the parity is unsettled. 

This is the very situation we see, at 
present, in this country. The parity be- 
tween the two metals has been unsettled 
—wantonly and deliberately unsettled by 
the government itself. The government 
nas degraded its own money. by taking 
away from silver its ancient right of 
coinage. Gold is still coined freely, and 
without limit, but silver is not. 

The chief use of silver is for money, 
and when it is forbidden to be coined into 
money, is it strange that it should lose 
half its value? Any other commodity. 
would meet the same fate, if treated in 
the same way. The chief use of wheat 
is for bread, and of cotton for clothing. | 
Suppose wheat was forbidden to be 
ground into flour, and cotton to be woven 
into cloth, would not these two great 
staples of our agriculture lose a half, or 
three-fourths of their value? 

And the most ludicrous feature of the 
matter is that those who deride silver as 
cheap and degraded, aré the very persons 
who persuaded the government to impair 
its value and rob it of its dignity. They 
debar it from the mints—and refuse. it 
the ancient right of being coined into 
money, and then sneer at it dee use it 18 
cheap. : :

the Newspaper Libel Bill. 


SPRINGFIELD, In., June 18.—Gov. Alt- 
geld will veto the libel bill, which provides 
that in libel suits only actual damages may 
be recovered if the publication was made in 
good faith, and a retraction was made as 
conspicuous as was the libel. It also pro- 
vides that no exemplary or punitive dam- 
ages may be recovered unless a retraction 
shall have been demanded in writing and 
refused. The Governor thinks these pro- 
visions give too much protection to news- 
papers. 

Gov. Altgeld vetoed the bill allowing the 
State and Central, Committees to decide 
contests between persons claiming the nom- 
ination for the same office by the same 
party. The Governor held that the measure 
converts mere political committees into ju- 
dicial tribunals and vests every county com- 
mittee with power to absolutely name every 
candidate for the same political party for 
every township office and every city office 
in the county. He objected also because a 
State Committee would have power to de- 
termine who the candidates for the Legis- 
lature should be. 


WALKED IN HER SLEEP.

Bye Witaesses of the Assault and the 
City Hospital Diagnosis Make a 


John F. McKenna of 280% Cass avenue, a 
clerk in the Postoffice, died at the City 
Hospital at 4 a. m. of @oncudsion of the 
brain, the result of a blow. 

Jacob Goldstein is locked up in the Third 
District Station charged with delivering the 
blow that caused MeRenna's death. 

At 10:30 o’clock Saturday night Officer 
Kelley found an unknown man drunk and 
insensible on the northwest corner of Sev- 
enth street and Franklin avenue. The man 
had evidently fallen and recetved a severe 
contusion at the back of his head. He was 
removed to the City Hospital, whore it was 
found that he was suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain. He never recovered 
consciousness from the time he reached the 
institution till his death. 

Monday McKenna’s identity was disclosed. 
He was a married man 90 years of age, 
and has several children. 

Officer Kelly was sent out to ascertain 
how McKenna came by his death and 
Goldstein’s arrest was the result. The offi- 
cer found several eye-witnesses to the as- 
sault and from them learned the story, 

McKenna and Goldstein had both 
hanging around Pabst's saloon at Seventh

He also invited any man of his 
weight in the vicinity to fight him. Meet- 
ing no acceptances he passed on down the 
street. By and by the street boys’ fight 
began. Again McKenna brushed between 
Tom“ and Goldstein and began to ‘‘de- 
clare himself’ as Goldstein puts it. He 
asked me to hold his cigar while he fought 
my friend and I refused, Then he hauled off 
to hit me and just as he did ‘Tom’ plumped 
him in the neck and down he went. If he 
hadn’t struck his head there would have 
been nothing heard of it.“ 

Goldstein did not know McKenna was 
dead when he was telling this story. He 
never bolted an eyelid when told he stood 
charged with murder.

D. L. S., Minneapolis, Minn.—I suffer very much 
from cramps in the feet and legs, especially at 
night. Should be very glad if you would suggest 
an appropriate remedy.
